Oyster Bay. N. Y., June'12.—A long 


statement in which he plainly states 
lis own cause as wider than that of 
his party and implying his unwilling- 
ness to be restricted by the limitations 
which ' its 
accredited organization 


would impose, has been given out by 
Colonel Roosevelt "This Is more than a 
mere party light," he urges. "We are 
fighting for the cause of every decent 
citizen in the republic, no matter what 
Ills politics may be. We are fighting 
For the 
fundamental principles of 


American Democracy, the rights of the 
people to be their own masters and 
to nominate their own public serv- 
ants." 


Besides attacking the general posi- 


tion of the national Republican com- 
mittee and its relation to the bosses of 
the party and to President Taft, he 
offers some sort of explanation of his 
attitude toward the Indiana contests, 
which even his own committeemen 
voted to award to Taft. "The mem- 
bers of the national committee who 
are my supporters," he explains, "have 
leaned backward in every case where 
there was so much as a color of a 
claim that the question was even in 
doubt. They have divided only where 
the case was so clear that no honest 
man could doubt. That they inclined 
so far beyond the requirements of 
each case can be attributed only to 
the misplaced hope that by so doing 
they might seem to offer a fairer and 
more effective front when a serious 
contest was deemed worth while/' 


Such a case he contends was pre- 


sented in the Thirteenth Indiana dis- 
trict. He rehearses in detail the facts 
presented and points out that affida- 
vits were submitted showing that a 
clear majority of the members of the 
convention by their sworn statements 
had voted for Roosevelt. By overrul- 
ing such evidence of the people's wish 
the combinations of privilege in poli- 
tics and business hope, he contends 
to nominate Mr. Taft.

While Testing Out a New Machine at 


the College Park Grounds, Lieuten 
ant Hazelhurst and Al Welsh, a Pro- 
fessiooal Flyer From the Wright 
School, Became Victims of Unfore- 
seen Accident to Machine's Rigging. 


Washington, June 12.—Al Welsh, a 


professional 
flyer, 
and Lieutenant 


Leighton W. Hazelhurst, an army av- 
iator, were dashed to instant death at 
College Park, Md., at 6:30 o'clock last 
evening. The Wright biplane which 
they were testing had risen about thir- 
ty feet and was going at a speed o) 
fifty- miles an hour when It pitched 
suddenly forward. 
When spectators 


reached the scene of the accident it 
was found that both men were dead 
Lieutenant 
Hazelhurst's neck was 


broken and Welsh's skull was crushed 
The machine was badly shattered. 


The cause of the accident is un- 


known, though it Is believed that some 
of the supporting wires between the 
planes snapped suddenly and caused 
it to plunge forward. 


The death of Lieutenant Hazelhurs 


is the third that has occurred among 
the army aviators. Lieutenant Thos 
C. Selfridge was killed at Port Myer 
In a Wright biplane in September 
1908, 
and Lieutenant John Kelly was 


killed at San Antonio, Tex., in March 
1911. 


Aviator Welsh had been at College 


Park for several days demonstrating 
a new Wright biplane to the army avi 
ators. Under the regulations the ma 
chine was required to meet ten rigic 
tests. Nine of these requirements hac 
been successfully met and Welsh, with 
Lieutenant Hazelhurst as his passen 
ger, was on the tenth test when the 
machine collapsed and pitched the 
men to the earth. 


Lieutenant Hazelhurst was a new 


man at the aviation school. He had 
just learned to operate one of the 
Wright machines and was considered 
one of the brightest new pupils. He 
is a native of Georgia and joined the 
aviation squad.in March, coming from 
the Seventeenth infantry. He was ex- 
tremely popular and was known as one 
of the most striking looking men 
his regiment. 


Al Welsh was considered the great- 


est flier ot the Wright company since 
the untimely death of Phil Parmalee 
a week or two ago. Welsh was fa- 
mous a'c the Wright school as an in- 
structor and had taught some of the 
best known aviators in this country. 
He iiad been operating aeroplanes al- 
most from the time they proved ca- 
pable of flight. He is a native of New 
York.

gate. 
The Roosevelt delegate was 


seated in the last contest of the day, 
the Eleventh Kentucky congressional 
district, -where the two Roosevelt dele- 
gates were apparently the regular del- 
egates, while the two Taft delegates 
appeared before the committee as con- 
testants. 


Upon motion of A. I. Vorys of Ohio, 


these two delegates were split be- 
tween the Taft and Roosevelt factions 
on the ground that while the Roose- 
velt people controlled the congression- 
al district convention, they violated 
the rule of the Republican party in or- 
ganizing the convention. 


"There is no justification for divid 


ing these delegates," said Senator 
Borah, the Roosevelt leader in the 
committee. -"You should take both of 
them or none." 


"I suppose it's too raw for you to 


throw out both of the Roosevelt dele- 
gates," roared Francis J. Heney of Cal- 
ifornia, who holds a proxy. 


Then the committee, by a vote of 


19 ayes to 33 noes, refused to scat the 
two Roosevelt delegates and voted to 
split the delegation. 
As a result of 


the action of the national committee 
101 delegates whose seats were con- 
tested have been awarded to -President 
Taft and one to Colonel Roosevelt. 


The national committee so far has 


listened to arguments in these con 
tests for four -days and disposed of 
forty-four contests. There remain fif- 
y-nine contests to be argued before 
the committee, and the committee has 
five, days remaining to pass upon them

Nation-Wide Strike of British Trans-

London, June 12.—Apparently the 


call for a national strike of transport 
workers failed to bring out the men.

For many years before the inven- 


tion of the Babcock method of de- 
termining the amount of butterfat in 
milk, cream, skimmilk and butter- 
milk, the need of a practical and ac- 
curate method was felt. 


It was noticed that the milk or 


cream from one farm would not make 
or churn out as much butter as the 
milk or cream from another farm and 
that the product therefore had dif- 
ferent values for buttermaking pur- 
poses. After a number of other meth- 
ods had been tried, the Babcock meth- 
od was invented in 1893 by Dr. P.ab- 
cock of the Wisconsin experiment sta- 
tion. The value of this rapid and ac- 
curate method of determining the per 
cent, of fat in milk and cream to the

dairy world, cannot be estimated. The 
method has stood the test of time and 
use, and with a few modifications, is 
the same as when first invented. 


BrienV, the method consists of plac- 


ing a definite amount of a sample of 
milk or cream into, a Babcock test 
bottle, adding sufficient sulphuric acid 
to dissolve the solids not fat, and 
floating the fat Into the neck of the 
test bottle which is graduated into 
spaces which hold fat equal to one per 
cent, of the amount of the sample tak- 
en. The one per. cent, graduations 
are subdivided'into smaller divisions. 
When the test is finished, the per cent, 
of butterfat contained in the sample 
can be read on the neck of the bottle. 
Butterfat does not mean butter.. But- 
ter contains on an average 83.25 per 
.cent, of fat and 16.75 per cent, of, salt, 
cord and moisture 
Ordinarily, a 


of butterfat will make a poukd 


one-^ixth ct butter. 


The Babcock test is very important 


In keeping records of dairy herds. Be- 
fore the invention of the Babcock test, 
the only method of determining the 
amount of butter a cow was capable 
of producing was to'keep her milk sep- 
arate from the remainder of the herd 
and churn it separately. With the Bab- 
cock method it is only necessary to 
save a representative sample, measure 
it into the test bottle, add the acid 
whirl in the machine, and read the per 
cent, of fat, multiply the pounds ot 
milk produced by the per cent, of fat 
and we have the pounds of fat pro- 
duced. 
By adding one-sixth of this 


amount to it, we may know approxi 
mately^the pounds of butter that could 
be made from this cow's milk. 


The method is of especial value to 


the creamery man or milk buyer. Prac 
tically all milk and cream is bough 
'on a butterfat basis. The buyer can 
quickly determine the value of the 
product with the Babcock tester, an> 
pay for the fat received.

Winter Rhubarb. 


Fresh rhubarb can be easily raised 


during the winter after the season ou 
of doora is over. AH that is requisite 
in the way of room is a warm cellar 
or basement, says the New Englani 
Farmer. As soon as the late fall ar 
rives dig up the roots, allowing a: 
much dirt to adhere as possible, alu 
pile them on the north side of some 
building to prevent alternate freezing 
and thawing. 
When winter arrives 


bring the roots into the cellar an< 
plant them close' together in shallow 
bins or boxes with a little soil be- 
tween them. The soil should not be 
kept wet, but simply moist and mel- 
low; in order to allow a good circula- 
tion of air around the roots.

bumper yield of strawberries in this 
county as well as over the rest of the 
State, but most of the crop has been 
picked. The crop was not only large 
but of unusually good quality." 


The weather this spring which 


many people thought would have a 
bad effect on the crops, seemed to be 
just what the berries needed. The 
cool weather kept the vines from 
blossoming, and then the rains de- 
veloped the fruit fully before it was 
ripened. This is one of the reasons 
why the berries were so large. 


The raspberry crop promises to be 


the largest in years. The cold weath- 


which killed the blossoms of the 


blackberries and ruined the crop for 
the season, seemed to have little ef- 
fect on the raspberries. Growers say 
from the way the vines look and the 
quantity of berries on them, it would 
appear that the weather had been 
ideal. Most of the 
berries in this 


vicinity are of the Cumberland varie- 
ty, which are hardier than the Gregg 
or the Ohio, commonly used in this 
county. It is thought that the large 
crop of raspberries will more than 
offset the failure of the blackberries. 


The outlook for other fruit is not 


so bright as for berries. 
Cherries, 


which are ready for the market prom- 
ise only about a 30 per 
cent yield. 


They were not affected by the weath- 
er. The principal cause of the light 
crop this season is the large yield last 
year. Growers say a season like last 
is almost always followed by a smail 
yield, as nearly all the 
vitality is 


used and the blossoming of the next 
year is light.
